The stumbling block in the legislative bill 
is the Utah commission, and that in the 
district bill is the provision as to the grand 
army annual encampment. The sundry 
civil appropriation bill has been two days 
before the sehate, and all but a few pages 
were disposed of when the senate ad- 
journed yesterday. The new section rec- 
ommended by the senate committee on 
appropriations directing the coinage of 10, 
000,000 souvenir half dollars in aid of the 
Columbian exposition at Chicago was the 
point in the bill where progress was 
blocked. It will come up again tomorrow 
and will be further discussed and voted 
upon, as well as Quay's amendment re- 
quiring the exposition to be closed on Sun- 
days. The committee amendments will 
then have all been acted upon, and the bill 
will be open to general amendments. This 
phase of it may occupy another day, but 
an effort will be made to pass the bill be- 
fore the senate adjourns, 

After these bills shall have passed, the 
senate, fortification bill, which is now on 
the calendar, will be taken up for action, 
and, after that, the general deficiency bill, 
which is still in the hands of thé senate 
committee am appropriations, and that will 
be the last of the great annual appropria- 
tion bills. If they are not all in the hands 
of the president before Friday next, a

The 
hot-headed strikers were at first disposed to 
be a little defiant, and there were occasion- 
al declarations that even the militia would 
be opposed, but when it was learned that 
the division ordered out numbered 8,000

When the resolution to investigate the 
Pinkerton business came up in the senaté, 
the other day, Senator Palmer, despite 
his seventy-five years, spoke with all the 


fre and force of a young man. 


The venerable senator fron Illimois 
maintained that the worgingmen f Home- 


ments, he contended, would 

have to be regarded as political egtablish- 
ments in a modified sense, and their 
owners would have to be regarded as 
holding their property subject to the 


- correlative rights of those without whose 


se their would be utterly 
valueless. He declared that employers 
had only a right to a reasonable profit on 
their capital, and their workingmen, hay- 
ing spent their lives in a peculiar line of 
service had a right to insist on the per- 
manency of their employment and on a 
reasonable compensation. Men engaged 
in special pursuits such as railroads and 
manufactures had a right to demand em- 
ployment which could only be defeated by 
misconduct on their part. He believed, 
therefore, that the Homestead men should 
continue to resist. The social war, said 
he, was on, and it would become the duty 
of Christian statesmen to find some road 
out of the difficulty. The senator claimed 
that manufacturing. establishments were 


* public institutions just as railroads were. 


He hoped the committee would go to the 
very heart of the question. 

These views surprised the senate, and 
several members fearing that the debate 
would take a.dangerous direction united 
in bringing it to a close, The resolution 
of inquiry was referred, with another 
offered by Senator Call, as to whether 


the employment of a private armed force 


is not arr act of treason and the levying of 
war against the United States. f 
This is a time when gur 8 

leaders of public opinion 
take counsel of their second 
sober thought before they speak. We 
are in great danger of mixing up moral 
rights with legal rights. All that can 


and 
should 


be expected in this world is the enforce 


ment of certain plain and undeniable 
rights concerning life, liberty and prop- 
erty. If our lawmakers are going to jump 
into the tangled wilderness of moral 
rights they will become as confused and 


. visionary as the wild reformers of the 


French revolution. We had better stay on 
solid ground, and not get in the air. Let 
the government stand between the people 
and monopolies, trusts, cOmbines and an 
oppressive financial system, but* let us 
have a reign of law under which every 
honest enterprise will be safe, whether 
it is backed by millionaires or paupers. 
Senator Palmer's talk runs into social- 
ism, and if this country proceeds much 
further in that direction the consequences 
will be disastrous in the extreme. Mo 
rights can never be agreed upon; they 
can never be defined, arbitrated and en- 


forced. They must be left to be regulat- 


ed by public opinion. It is better to 
leave some wrongs unrighted than to 


plunge a nation into a mad crusade, giv- 


ing Peter's property to Paul, and trying“ 


to make men love one another through 
the agencies of the sword and dynamite. 
Fortunately, the American people are too 
sensible to lose weir heads when such 
questions are discussed.

GROWTH OF THE SOUTH. 2 
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The Industrial Development in the Week 
Ending July Oth. 

The Tradesman, Chattanooga, Tenn., in 
its review of the industrial situation in the 
south for the week ending July 9th states 
that the general feeling among producers 
of iron is that th® lowest prices have 
now been reached, and that an advance 
may be looked for, on account of the labor 
situation in the north and the reduced 
steck on hand.

The demand for southern lumber is in- 
creasing, and prices are very steady. If 
producers could be induced to agree to- 
gether as to making and maintaining quo- 
tations, the mills could now be operated at 
a good profit. The building season at the 
north being now at its height, the better 
grades df pine and cypress ready sale 
and the quality of the stock is very gener- 
ally approved. |
